EARTHLY  RESIDENCE  FOR  CHRIST. 

The  Origin  and  Purpose  of  the  Piles 
of  Stones  Called  Churches. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Talmage  Discourses  on  the  First 
Sacred  Edifice  and  on  the  Growth  and  Aims 
of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

'A  despatch  from  Washington  says  1  ager.  Oh,  Jesus!  is  it  not  time 
The  Rev.  I>r.  Taimage  preached  from  thou  hadst  a  house?  We  give  thee 
the  following  text:  “What  mean  ye  this.  Thou  didst  give  it  to  us  first 
by  these  stones.”— Joshua  iv.  6. 


You  are  wiser  than  most  people  if 
you  have  not  mixed  in  your  mind  the 
passage  of  the  Red  Sea  and  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  Jordan.  The  scenery  is 
different,  and  the  lessons  to  be  learn¬ 
ed  from  them  are  different.  The 
Jordan,  like  the  Mississippi,  has  bluffs 
on  the  one  side,  and  flats  on  the  oth¬ 
er.  Here  and  there  a  sjspmore 
shadows  it;  here  and  there  alwillow 
dips  into  it.  In  the  month  oi  April 
and  May  the  snows  on  Mount  Lebanon 
thaw  and  flow  down  into  the  valley, 
and  then  Jordan  overflows  its  banks 
Then  it  is  wide,  deep,  raging,  and  im¬ 
petuous.  At  this  season  of  the  year 
I  hear  the  tramp  of  forty  thousand 
armed  men  coming  down  to  cross  the 
river,  You  say,  “Why  do  they  not 
go  up  nearer  the  rise  of  the  river  at 
the  old  camel  ford  ?”  Ah !  my 
friends,  it  is  because  it  is  not  safe  to 
go  around  when  the  Lord  tells  us  to 
go  ahead.  The  Israelites  had  been 
going  around  forty  years,  and  they 
had  enough  of  it.  1  do  not  know  how 
It  is  with  you,  my  brethren,  but  1 
have  always  got  into  trouble  when  I 
went  around,  but  always  got  into 
safety  when  I  went  ahead. 

There  spread  out  the  Jordan,  a 
raging  torrent,  much  of  it  snow-wa¬ 
ter  just  come  down  from  the  moun¬ 
tain  top;  and  I  se«‘.  -some  of  the  Israe¬ 
lites  shivering  at  the  idea  of  plunging 
in,  and  one  soldier  says  to  his  com¬ 
rade,  ''Joseph,  can  you  swim  ?’’  And 
another  says,  “If  we  get  across  this 
stream  we  will  get  there  with  wet 
clothes  and  with  damaged  arm¬ 
our,  and  the  Canaannes  will 
sla£ti  us  to  pieces  with  their  swords 
before  we  get  up  the  other  bank.”  But 
it  is  no  time  to  halt.  The  great  host 
marches  on.  The  priests,  carrying  the 
ark,  go  ahead  ;  the  people  follow.  I 
hear  the  tramp  of  the  great  multitude. 
The  priests  have  now  come  within  a 
stone’s  throw  of  the  water.  Yet  still 
there  is  no  abatement  of  the  flood. 
Now  they  have  come  within  four  or 
fiveS  ejat  of  the  stream  ;  but  there  is 
no  abatement  of  the  flood.  Bad  pros¬ 
pect  !  It  seems  as  if  these  Israelites 
who  have  crossed  the  desert  are  now 
going  to  be  drowned  in  sight  of  Can¬ 
aan.  But  "  Forward  1”  is  the  cry.  The 
command  rings  all  along  the  line  of 
the  host.  "  Forward  !”  Now  the  priests 
have  come  within  one  ctep  of  the  riv¬ 
er.  This  time  they  lift  their  feet  from 
the  solid  ground,  and  put  them  down 
into  the  raging  stream.  No  sooner  are 
their  feet  there  than  Jordan  flies.  On 
the  right  hand,  God  piles  up  a  great 
mountain  of  floods;  on  the  left,  the 
water  flows  off  toward  the  sea.  The 
great  river,  for  hou  s,  halts  and  rears. 
The  backwaters,  noi  being  able  to  flow 
over  the  passing  Israelites,  pile  wave 
and  wave,  until  perhaps  a  sea-bird 


but  we  give  it  back  to  thee.  It  is 
too  good  for  us,  but  not  half  good  en¬ 
ough  for  thee.  Oh,  come  in  anditake 
the  best  seat  here!  Walk  up  and 
down  all  these  aisles.  Speak  through 
these  organ-pipes.  Throw  thine  arm 
over  us  in  the -e  arches.  In  h’  flam¬ 
ing  of  these  chandeliers  speak  to  us. 
saying,  “I  am  the  light  of  the  world.’' 
O  King!  make  this  thine  audience- 
chamber.  Here  proclaim  righteousness, 
and  make  treaties.  We  clap  our 
bands,  we  uncover  our  heads,  we  “ft 
our  ensigns,  we  cry  with  multitudin¬ 
ous  acclamation,  until  the  place  rings, 
and  the  heavens  listen,  *'  OKing,  live 
forever  !*' 

Is  it  not  time  that  he  who  was  born 
in  a  stranger’s  house  and  buried  in  a 
stranger’s  grave  should  have  an  earth¬ 
ly  house?  Come  in,  O  Jesus!  not  the 
corpse  of  a  buried  Christ,  but  a  radiant 
and  triumphant  Jesus,  conqueror  of 
earth,  and  heaven  and  hell. 

“He  lives,  all  glory  to  His  name, 

He  lives,  my  Je«us,  still  the  same; 

Oh,  the  sweet  joy  this  sentence 
gives : 

I  know  that  my  Redeemer  lives!” 

Blessed  be  his  glorious  name  for¬ 
ever  ! 

Again,  if  you  ask  the  question  of  the 
text,  “What  mean  ye  by  these 
stonss?”  I  reply  that  we  mean  the 
communion  of  saints.  Do  you  know 
that  there  is  not  a  single  denomina¬ 
tion  of  Christians  in  Washington  hns 
not  contributed  something  toward  the 
building  of  this  house?  And  if  ever, 
standing  in  this  place,  there  sh  11  bo 
a  man  who  shall  try  by  any  thing!  he 
says  to  stir  up  bitterness  between 
different  denoraina  ions  of  Christians, 
may  his  tongue  falter,  and  his  cheek 
blanch*  and  his  heart  stop  My  frierds, 
if  there  is  any  church  on  earth  where 
there  u  ?  mingling  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions,  it  is  our  church.  I  just  wish 
that  John  Calvin  and  Arminius,  if  they 
are  not  too  busy,  would  coine  out  on 
the  battlements  and  see  us  Sometimes 
in  our  prayer-meetings  I  have  heard 
brethren  use  phrases  of  a  liturgy,  and 
wo  know  where  they  came  from;  and 
in  the  samo  prayer-meeting  I  have 
heard  brethren  make  audible  ejacula¬ 
tion,  “Amen  I’’  “Piaise  ye  the  Lord  I” 
and  we  did  not  have  to  guess  twice 
where  they  came  from  Wh°n  a  man 
knocks  at  our  church  door,  if  he  comes 
from  a  sect  where  they  will  not  give 
him  a  certificate,  we  say,  “Come  in  by 
confession  of  faith”  While  Adoni- 
ram  Jud.son.  the  Baptist,  and  John 
Wesley,  the  Met  hodi®t,  and  John  Krox, 
the  glorious  old  Scotch  Presbyterian, 
are  shaking  hands  in  heaven,  all 
churches  on  earth  can  afford  <o  come 
into  close  communion.  “One  Lord  one 
faith,  one  Baptism.”  Oh,  my  bre'h- 
ren,  we  have  had  enough  of  Big  B  tb- 
el  fights—  Fourleenth  New  York  Regi¬ 
ment  fighting  the  Fifteenth  Mass- 
chusetts  Regiments.  Now  let  all 
those  who  are  for  Christ,  and  stand 
on  the  same  side,  go  shoulder  to  shoul¬

Mr.  Bio*  h,  the  eminent  Poli-h  author

I  sup¬ 
pose  the  trumpets  and  cymbals  were 
all  worn  out  before  this.  Shall  it  be 
with  banners  waving !  Oh,  no,  they 
axe  aJl  faded  and  torn.  Joshua  cries 
out,  “  I  will  tell  you  how  to  celebrate 
this,  build  a  monument  here  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  event  ;  and  every  priest 
puts  a  heavy  stone  on  his  shoulder, 
and  marches  out,  and  drops  that  stone 
in  the  divinely-appointed  place.  I  see 
the  pile  growing  in  height,  in  breadth, 
in  significance;  and  in  after  years  men 
went  by  that  spot  and  saw  this  monu¬ 
ment,  and  cried  out  one  to  another,  in 
fulfilment  of  this  prophecy  of  the 
text,  “  What  mean  ye  by  these 
stones  ?”

Meanwhile  the  rub¬ 
bish  w  is  being  cleared  away,  the  foun¬ 
dation  was  being  laid,  and  the  pillars 
wore  being  lifted  ;  and  instead  of  the 
temporary  st nocture  in  which  we' 
worshiped,  we  have  this  building,  in  | 
wlich  wv  hope  the  people  of  God  will 
worship  him  for  hundreds  nnd  hun¬ 
dreds  of  years.  We  came  down  to  the 
bank  of  the  Jordan;  we  looked  off 
upon  the  waters.  Some  of  the  sym¬ 
pathy  that  was  expressed  turned  out 
to  be  snow-water  melted  from  the  top 
of  Lebanon.  Some  sa  d.  ’’  You  hr  ad  bet¬ 
ter  fcot  go  in  ;  you  will  get  your  feet 
wet.”  But  we  waded  in,  pastor  and 
people,  larther  and  farther,  and  in 
home  way,  the  Lord  only  knows  how, 
we  got  through;  and  to-night  I  go 
all  around  about  this  great  house,  er¬ 
ected  by  your  prayers  and  sympathies, 
and  sacrifices,  and  cry  out  in  the  words 
of  my  text,  **  What  mean  ye  by  these 
stones  ?” 

It  is  an  outrage  to  build  a  house 
like  t  his,  occupying  so  much  room  in 
a  crowded  thoroughfare,  and  with 
such  vast  toil  and  outlay,  unless  tnere 
;e  some  tremendous  reasons  for  doing 
it ;  and  so,  my  friends,  1  pursue  you 
to-night  with  the  question  of  my 
text,  and  I  demand  of  these  trustees, 
and  of  these  elders,  and  of  all  who 
have  assisted  in  the  building  of  this 
structure,  "What  mean  you  ly  these 
stones  ?” 

In  t he  first  place,  we  mean  that 
they  shill  lie  an  earthly  residence  for 
Christ.  Poor  Jesus!  H**  did  not  have 
much  of  a  home  when  he  was  here.

it  would  be  one  great  Methodist 
church  ;  and  I  h  ive  known  a  Presby¬ 
terian  minister  who  thought  that  in 
the  millenial  day  it  would  be  all  dne 
great  Presbyterian  church.  Now  I 
think  they  are  all  mistaken.  I  think 
the  Milfenial  Church  will  be  a  compos¬ 
ite  church ;  and  just  as  you  may 
take  the  nest  parts  of  five  or  six 
tunes,  and  under  the  skilful  hands  of 
a  Handel,  a  Mozart,  or  Beethoven,  en¬ 
twine  thetm  into  one  grand  and  over¬ 
powering  symphony,  so,  I  suppose  in 
the  latter  days  of  the  world,  God  will 
take  the  best  parts  of  ail  denomina¬ 
tions  of  Christians,  and  weave  them 
into  one  great  ecclesiastical  harmony, 
broad  as  the  earth  and  high  as  the 
heavens,  and  that  will  be  the  Church 
of  the  future  Or,  as  mosaic  is  made 
up  of  jaspar  and  agate  and  many  pre¬ 
cious  stones  cemented  together  — 
mosaic  a  thousand  feet  square  ini  St.

Lord  Methuen’s  campaign 
and  the  siege  of  Ladysmith,  to  say 
nothing  of  Maf  eking  and  Kimberley, 
show  the  wisdom  of  Nos.  3  and  9.  w  hile 
both  Lord  Methuen  and  General  Gat- 
acre  could  bear  witness  to  Nos.  11  and 

13  as  sound  military  doctrine.  Nos. 

14  is  notoriously  true.  No.  15,  if  not 
already  demonstrated,  would  appear 
not  incapable  of  demonstration,  while 
General  Duller  seems  to  have  grasp¬ 
ed  the  fact  that  No.  17  now  points  to 
the  only  means  by  which  the  British 
c-ani  beat  their  way*  north  to*  the  m- 
trenehments  of  Pretoria.  Altogether 
•it  would  be  hard  to  discover  just  such 
another  instance  of  cool,  prevision  as 
that  shown  by  thi«  extraordinary  M.

Verse  1.  There  was  a  man  of  the 
Pharisees.  A  representative  of  the 
most  religious  sect  of  the  Jews,  the 
sect  that  most  earnestly  looked  for  the 
Messiali,  but  a  sect  nevertheless  that 
was  narrow,  and  becoming  constant¬ 
ly  more  depraved ;  fulfilling  the  law 
of  Mpsas  to  the  letter  its  members 
too  often  neglected  its  spirit  In 
their  patriotism  and  their  orthodoxy 
they  were  bigots.  Nicodemus.  A 
Greek  name.  John  is  the  only  inspir¬ 
ed  writer  who  mentions  him.  HU  la¬ 
ter  career,  from  descriptive  touches 
by  John,  showed  firmness  of  charac¬ 
ter.  ’^he  Talmud mention  a  Nicode¬ 
mus  who  bad  enormous  wealth  when 
Titus  began  tho  siege  of  Jerusalem, 
butj  was  reduced  to  abject  poverty/  It 
is  impossible  to  say  whether  the  two 
are  identical.  A  ruler  of  the  Jews, 
A  membejr  of  the*  great  oouncll,  or 
Sanhedrin,  chap.  7.  50,  e/videntLy  an 
authorized  doctor  of  thq  law,  and  pro¬ 
bably  a  famous  teacher. 

2.  Come  to  Justus  by/  night.  That 
he  was  a  hesitant  inquirer  seems 
plain,  but  this  is  not  necessarily  a 
sign  of  cowardice — rather  a  sign  of 
wisdom ;  for  the  new  Teacher  was  not 
yet  wedi  known,  and,  of  doubtful  auth¬ 
orization,  and  Nicodeanus‘s  visit  was 
made  in  a  spirit,  of  investigation,  at 
once  candid  and  reverent.  At  least 
two  reasons  are  plain  for  his  coming 
at  night ;  the  hostility*  of  the  Sanhed¬ 
rin,  und  the  holy  industry  of  Jesus. 
The  Saviour  had  no  leisure  all  day 
long ;  crowds  constantly  flocked 
around  hun  to  listen,  and  be  healed ; 
but  at  night  Jesus  womd  be  at  lei¬ 
sure.  It  is  not  unuicuiy  that  John  and 
ocher  disciples  were  present  when  the 
two  great  teachers  met.  Rabbi.  it 
wouid  ue  oi  gruit  Interest  ii  we  could 
ascertain  by  wnal  means  Jesus  came 
by  Lius  lii*e.  ii  was.  new,  unknown 
uoiii  the  time  of  our  Lord,  and  one, 
Matt.  2d. 7,  ot  which  Jesus  did  not  ap¬ 
prove.  We  know  that  thou/  art  a 
leachur  come  from  God.  Our  Lord's 
mu-ac.es  had  convinced  many/  that  his 
mission  was  divine.  No  man  can  do 
these  m.racles,  signs,  that  thou  doest. 
We  have  not  any  record  in  detail  of 
nurac.es  wrought  In  Jerusalem  in  the 
lirst  year  of  our  Lora's  ministry.  Ex¬ 
cept  God  be  with  him.  God  will  not 
perform  miracles  for  those  who  do 
not  g.oriiy  him  in  their  teaching. 

3.  Jesus  answered.  Rrobab.y  Nico- 
demus  had  said  many  things  not  re¬ 
corded.  Verily,  verily.  "Amen,  amen,” 
a  Hebraic  phrase  ot  emphasis.  Ex¬ 
cept  a  man  be/  born  again.  Either 
“born  from  the  beginning,  '  or  "Lorn 
from  above."  He  cannot  see  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God.  Cannot  even  see  it.  And 
so,  as  Dr.  Abbott  says,  the  declara¬ 
tion  is  explicit  that  the  new 
spiritual  life  is  necessary*  not  mere¬ 
ly  to  enter  into,  but  even  to  form  any 
accurate  conception  of,  the  kingdom 
of  God.  "It  is  not  learniug,  but  life, 
new  life,  tlAt  is  w anted  for  Messiah’s 
kingdom,  and  new  life  must  begin  by 
new  birth." — Alford.  The  kingdom  of 
GoJ  in  Nicodeiuus’s  mind  is  the  new-  im¬ 
perial  Hebrew  state.  Christ  would 
hsivt?him  understand  that  it  is  a  spir¬ 
itual  empire,  wherein  citizenship  de¬ 
pends  upon  renewed  huinau  nature. 
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wilderness ;  how  It  was  made  the 
means  of  a  miraculous  cure  of  mira¬ 
culously  diseased  sinners.  This  verse 
while  not  prophesying  the  crucifixion 
in  detail,  nevertheless  was  fulfilled  by 
that  event. 

15.  Whosoever  believeth  in  him. 
Trusteth  in  him.  Commits  his  all  te 
him.  Have  eternal  life.  As  a  pres¬ 
ent  possession ;  the  life  of  God  in  the 
soul  of  man. 

1C.  Many  of  the  soundest  scholars 
and  exegetes  hold  that  verses  16  to  18 
are  not  words  of  our  Lord,  but  rather 
the  inspired  evange,ist*»  comments  on 
the  narrative.  "No  other  possible 
statement  could  give  to  the  world 
such  a  conception  of  the  intensity  and 
persistency  of  the  love  of  God  toward 
the  human  race  as  is  given  in  this 
verse.” — Gobin. 

17-  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world.  Those  who  shrink  from  their 
Saviour  are  unjustifiably  frightened- 
He  is  the  Judge  of  the  earth,  but  un¬ 
til  he  sits  upon  his  judgment  throne 
he  ia  the  Atoner  for  the  sins  of  the 
world.  That  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved.  It  should  not  weak¬ 
en  our  estimate  of  the  necessity  of 
personal  salvation  to  reflect  to  what 
a  great  degree  even  the  unregen¬ 
erate  world  has  already  been  saved 
through  Christ.

OUR  OTTAWA  LETTER. 


O.tawa,  Feb.  3  The  fiftli  session 
of  the  eighth  parliament  of  Canada 
has  been  opened  in  proper  form  and 
with  all  due  and  constitutional  pomp 
and  oiicuinstancu  of  state,  and  on 
Mo  day  next  her  majesty's  faithful 
Commons  wifi  settle  down  to  what 
promises  to  be  an  unusually  protracted 
and  tedious  session.  The  speech  from 
tho  throne  which  is  always  antici¬ 
pated  as  a  kind  of  introductory  notice 
yf  the  government  programme,  for 
>nco  fulfilled  its  purpose,  forcasting 
in  amount  of  progressive,  construc¬ 
tive  legislat  ion  far  above  the  average. 

Tho  opening  j aragraph  naturally 
eferred  to  matters  in  South  Africa 
and  to  tho  prompt  assistance  so 
mthusiastically  tendered  by  the  gov- 
Jrnmuit  ai  d  people  of  the  Dominion 
md  so  cordially  accepted  by  tin 


Indies  and  South  America  was.  also 
promised  special  attention.  In  behalf 
of  the  woi  king  classes  reference  was 
made  to  the  special  regulation* 
recently  promulgated  by  the  govern 
ment  for  the  purpose  of  insuring 
adequate  provision  for  the  sanitary 
protection  and  medical  care  of  all 
working  men  on  all  railways  and 
public  works ;  and  legislation  was 
promised  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
boards  of  arbitration  to  assist  in  the 
adjusting  of  labor  troubles. 

Measures  are  also  foreshadowed  to 
renew  and  amend  existing  banking 
laws,  to  regulate  the  rate  of  interest 
payable  upon  judgments  recovered  in 
courts  of  law,  to  provide  for  the  taking 
of  the  next  decennial  census,  for  the 
better  arrangement  of  the  electoral 
district  to  amend  the  Criminal  code, 
an  i  so  forth  and  so  on.  Truly  a  sub¬ 
stantial  first  instalment,  and  an  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  government  is  by  no 
means  satisfied  to  rest  upon  its  oars, 
though  its  record  already  far  surpasses 
any  of  its  predecessors  in  splendid 
results.  This  fact  has  apparently  only 
acted  as  an  incentive  to  greater  efforts 
during  the  balance  of  the  life  of  this 
parliament.  { 

MB.  TARTE  AND  HIS  CRITICS. 

The  speech  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  at  the  Young  Liberal  Club 
banquet  in  Toronto  has  attracted  an 
unusual  amount  of  attention  partly 
because  it  was  the  first  occasion 
which  Mr.  Tarte  had  the  opportunity 
of  meeting  an  Ontario  audience  since 
the  sending  out  of  the  contingents, 
and  partly  because  a  full  and  fair 
report  of  what  he  actually  did  say  has 
been  given  to  the  country,  in  satis 
factory  contrast  to  :he  garbled  and 
inaccurate  reports  which  have  been 
published  of  his  recent  speeches  in  the 
province  of  Quebec. 

The  Minister  stated  his  position 
frankly  and  fully,  and  it  was  exactly 
the  position  he  had  taken  from  the 
first,  though  his  reiteration  of  it  had 
been  m  ade  necessary  by  the  persistent 
misrepresentations  of  his  opponents. 
He  declared  that  when  the  first  con¬ 
tingent  was  spoken  of,  “Nobody 
thought  that  the  war  with  the  Trans¬ 
vaal  would  be  a  war,  we  all  thought 
it  would  be  a  kind  of  pleasure  expedi¬ 
tion,  that  was  the  general  opinion  not 
only  here  but  everywhere.  My 
ersonal  opinion  was  that  the  Cana¬ 
dian  government  before  doing  any 
tiling  should  have  called  parliament 
together  ;  that  was  my  opinion  then, 
t  is  still  my  opinion.  When  British 
reverses  came,  when  we  all  found  out 
what  we  had  to  face,  that  the  British 
enipiro  had  to  face  a  serious  war  the 
luestion  came  of  sending  another  body 
of  troops.  I  think  I  betray  no  con¬ 
fidence  in  saying  that  I  did  not 
oppose  the  sen  ling  of  the  second  con*. 

ent.  Wry  far  from  it,  I  concur- 
ed  with  my  colleagues  and  when  the 
time  came  for  sending  the  second  body 
of  troops  1  did  not  hesitate  one  minute.” 

Surely  none  but  the  most  prejudiced 
opponent  can  object  to  such  a  position, 
and  it  is  the  position  Mr.  Tarte  has 
maintained  from  the  first.  True  pat- 
iotism  does  not  consist  in  shouting, 
uiJ  the  empire  at Jarge  does  not  con¬ 
sist  in  shouting,  and  the  Government 
refused  to  go  into  hysterics,  but  pro¬ 
ceeded  in  a  calm  aud  statesmanlike 
anner  to  act  promptly  and  efficiently 
with  the  needed  aid  even  before  the 
time  specified  or  expected  by  the  Home 
authorities.

FURTHER  POSTAL  REDUCTIONS. 

A  deputation  headed  by  the  mayor 
of  Toronto  waited  upon  the  Postmaster 
General  a  few  days  ago  to  petition  for 
for  a  reduction  of  the  drop  letter  rate 
in  cities  from.two  cents  to  the  old  rate 
of  a  cent.  The  rate  was  doubled  by 
the  late  Government  at  a  time  when 
each  year  showed  a  large  and  growing 
deficit  in  the  Post  Office  Depirtment, 
and  now  that  the  vastly  improved 
method  has  almost  restored  the  finan¬ 
cial  equilibrium  it  is  not  an  unreason¬ 
able  proposition  to  ask  that  the  old 
rales  be  restored.  The  great  reductions 
ri.at  1  ave  already  been  made  however 
first  by  cutting  down  the  imp-rial  rat* 
from  five  cents  to  two  cents,  and  then 
ne  dom  mic  rate  from  three  cents  to 
two  cents  have  necessarily  caused  a 
temporary  shrinkage  in  the  revenue, 
and  it  is  obviously  wise  and  necessary 
to  wait  until  tne  increased  business 
which  will  result  once  more  equalizes 
revenue  and  expenditure  before  making 
greater  reductions.  This  was  the  con¬ 
tention  advanced  by  the  Postmaster 
General  in  reply  to  the  petition  of  the 
Toronto  deputation,  but  he  intimated 
very  clearly  that  he  would  gladly  make 
the  reduction  as  soon  as  prudence 
wouid  permit. 

CHARMING  ASSURANCE. 

In  this  connection  it  is  decidedly 
comical  to  read  in  the  Mail-Empire 
that  “The  tw*o  cent  rate  on  city  let¬ 
ters  is  an  extortion  which  ough  to  be 
stopped.”  The  Mail  has  surely  forgot¬ 
ten—  or  it  hopes  its  readers  have  for¬ 
gotten,— that  the  “extortion”  is  a  relic 
of  Conservativeextravagance  and  that 
in  spite  of  the  two  cent  city  rate  the 
t  in  ce  cent  domestic  rate  and  the  five 
c-ni  imperial  rate,  the  Department 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  present 
Administration  with  a  deficit  of  three 
quarters  of  a  million  dollars,  and  fur- 
I  liter  that  deficit  was  practically  wiped 
out  during  the  first  two  years  of  the 
present  Postmasters  General’s  regime 
while  at  the  same  time  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  Department  was  im¬ 
mensely  improved.

RAILWAY  RATES. 

A  very  fair  presentment  of  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  railway  rates  as  viewed  by  the 
shipper  is  contained  in  the  remarks  of 
the  chairman  of  the  hardware  and 
metal  section  of  the  Toronto  Board  of 
Trade,  when  presenting  his  annual  re¬ 
port  the  other  day  to  that  body.  “Th 
question  of  freight  rates,”  he  said,  “is 
a  serious  matter  to  the  members  of 
these  trades,  as  the  recent  extraordin¬ 
ary  advances  in  the  rates  on  iron  and 
steel  commodities  emphasize.  It  is  of 
vital  importance  that  some  just  and 
equitable  system  of  levying  these  char¬ 
ges  should  be  adopted  by  the  Canadian 
railroads.  The  policy  of  making  one 
section  of  the  community  make  up  for 
;  the  losses  incurred  by  carrying  foreign 
or  through  traffic,  and  of  making  rates 
favorable  to  one  place  to  the  detriment 
of  another  which  has  existed  so  long, 
should  not  be  permitted  to  state-aided 
roads,  deriving  all  their  powers  and 
privilege  from  the  people,  and  no  effort 
should  be  spared  to  bring  the  public 
mind  to  the  point  of  insisting  on  their 
rights  through  Government  control 
or  otherwise.”

Th*y  May  Now  Be  Purchased  All  lU# 
Year  Hound. 

The  hen  commonly  stops  laying  during 
at  l«»ost  n  part  of  the  winter  »ml  begins 
laying  again  in  January  and  continues  to 
lay  until  early  spring,  when  naturally,  if 
she  were  not  disturbed,  she  would  begin 
to  sit  on  her  eggs  and  hatch  out  chickens. 
When  these  chickens  come  to  be  big 
enough  to  weigh  from  a  pound  to  a  pound 
and  a  half  each,  dressed,  they  tre  called 
broilers,  and  ns  such  tlio  young,  tender 
and  delicious  chickens  are  sold.  The 
chicken,  of  course,  remains  at  a  suitable 
si7«e  for  broiling  only  a  comparatively 
short  time,  nnd  when  it  gets  too  big  for 
that  it  becomes  a  spring  chicken,  still 
young  and  excellent,  but  to  l»e  roasted  or 
cooked  in  some  other  manner  than  on  the 
gridiron,  l»eing  now  too  big  for  broiling. 

With  chickens  hatched  out  by  hens  and 
with  the  great  majority  of  liens  sitting 
along  at  about  the  same  time,  broilers 
came  into  market  during  a  certain  time 
of  the  year,  just  ns  vegetables  formerly 
did,  before  we  began  getting  them  from 
the  south  and  from  tinder  glass.  There 
were  some  broiler*  scattered  along  before 
or  after,  but  most  of  them  came  into  mar¬ 
ket  in  the  late  spring  and  early  summer. 
Years  ago,  and  not  so  very  many  either, 
20  years  or  so,  there  was  a  pretty  well 
defined  broiler  season,  lasting  a  mouth  or 
six  weeks.  Then  came  cold  storage,  and 
by  that  meaas  the  broiler  season  was  ex¬ 
tended  two  or  three  months  or  more. 
Some  part  at  least  of  the  surplus  broiler* 
that  would  otherwise  have  been  permit¬ 
ted  to  grow  into  spring  chickens  were 
killed  and  put  away  in  the  cold  storage 
houses  U)  drawn  on  ns  required,  and 
so  the  broiler  season,  or  the  period  in 
which  broilers  could  be  procured,  was 
materially  lengthened 

Then  came  what  is  known  as  the  not- 
Eouse  broiler,  an  incubator  hatched  chick¬ 
en  raised  in  a  brooder.  With  cold  stor¬ 
age  the  natural  broiler  season  had  been 
prolonged ;  with  Incubators  it  was  antic¬ 
ipated,  and  finally  it  was  lengthened  in¬ 
definitely.  There  era  now  scattered  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  hundreds  of 
poultry  farms  using  incubators  that  are 
devoted  solely  to  the  production  of  broil¬ 
er  chickens  for  the  market,  some  of  them 
large  establishments,  one  in  a  western 
state  turning  out  100,000  broilers  in  ft 
-ear  The  broiler  farms  have  their  sea- 
eons’  of  greatest  production,  but  there 
are  more  or  less  hothouse  broilers,  raised 
at  all  seasons,  so  that  it  is  possible  now¬ 
adays  to  buy  fresh  broilers  every  day  in 
I  year.-New  York  Surf.

CASUALTIES  AT  SPION  KOP. 

Upwards  of  1000  Men  Killed  in  the  Engagement- 
Many  Officers  Slain— British  Troops  Retired  in 
Order—  Buller’s  Sanguine  Talk— Canadians  Again 
in  Action— News  From  Lady .-mith— 145,700  to 
the  Front — Boers’  Supplies  Short, 
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A  despatch  from  London  says : — A 
■pedal' from  Frere  camp,  says: 

“  I  have  just  ridden  in  here,  having 
left  Gen.  Buller’s  forces  in  the  new  po¬ 
sitions  south  of  the  Tugela  to  which 
they  retired  in  consequence  of  the  re¬ 
verse  at  Spion  kop.  j 

The  fighting  both  before  and  aft) 
the  occupation  of  the  mountain  was 
a  desperate  character.  Spion  kop  is  a 
precipitous  mountain,  ovei  topping  the 
whole  line  of  kopjes  along  the  Upper 
Tugela.  Ou  the  eastern  side  the  moun¬ 
tain  faces  Mount  Alice,  and  Potgietei  s 
4rift,  standing  at  right  angles  to  the 
Boer  central  position  and  Lyttleton’s 
advanced  position  The  southern  point 
descends  in  abrupt  steps  to  the  lower 
line  of  kopjes  on  the  western  side,  op¬ 
posite  the  right  outposts  of  Warren  s 
force.  It  is  inaccessibly  steep  until 
the  point  where  the  nek  joins  the  point 
to  the  main  range.  Then  there  is  a 
gentle  slope,  which  allows  easy  access 
to  the  summit. 

The  nek  was  strongly  held  by  the 
Boers,  who  also  occupied  a  heavy  spur 
parallel  with  the  kop,  where  the  ene¬ 
my  was  (  :eeul©'i  in  no  fewer  than  35 
rifle-pit  ud  was  thus  enabled  to 
bring  to  bear  upon  our  men  a  damag¬ 
ing  cross-fire,  the  only  possible  point 
for  a  British  attack  being  the  ^outh 
»ide,  wuh  virtually  sheer  precipices  on 
the  left  and  right. 

A  narrow  foot  path  admitting  men 
in  single  file  only  to  the  summit  opens 
into  a  perfectly  flat  table  land,  prob¬ 
ably  of  300  squire  yards  area,  upon 
which  ih  Boers  had  h  islily  commenc¬ 
ed  to  mike  a  t  ransv  ei  e  1  reach  Our 
men  were  able  to  occupy  the  further 
end  of  the  table  Ind,  where  the  ridge 
descend ■>  to  another  fi.it,  which  was 
again  succeeded  by  a  round  stony 
eminence  beld  by  the  Boers  in  great 
strength. 

The  li.lge  held  by  our  men  was 
faced  by  a  number  of  strong  little 
kops  at  all  angles,  whence  the  Boers 
seut  a  concentrated  fire  from  their 
rifl  s,  supported  by  a  Maxiin -N'orden- 
feJdi .  and  a  big  long-range  gun. 

What  with  the  rilled  ami  1  he  ma¬ 
chine  guns,  the  summit  was  converted 
into  a  perfect  hell.  The  sheiL*  ex¬ 
ploded  continually  in  our  ranks,  and 
the  rifle  fire,  from  an  absolutely  uu- 
neeu  enemy,  was  perfectly  appalling. 

lteiniorcemeuLs  were  hurried  -up 
by  Gen.  Warren,  but  they  had  to  cross 
a  r-t retch  of  flat  ground,  which  was 
literally  torn  up  by  the  flying  lead  of 
the  enemy.  The  unfinished  tren  h  on 
the  summit  gave  very  questionable 
shelter,  as  the  enemy's  machine  guns 
were  ho  accurately  ranged  upon  the 
place  that  often  10  shells  fell  in  the 
trench  in  a  single  minute. 

Mortal  man  could  not;  permanently 
bold  such  a  position.  Our  gallant  fel¬ 
lows  held  it  tenaciously  for  twenty 
hours,  and  then,  taking  advantage  ot 
darkness,  abandoned  it  to  the  enemy. 
TWENTY-TWO  OFFICERS  KILLED. 

A  despatch  from  London  says:— The 
War  Office  haw  posted  a  list  of  casual¬ 
ties  among  ihe  officers  of  the  fifth 
division  and  mounted  brigade  at  Spion 
kop  on  January  24,  totalling: — Kill¬ 
ed,  22,  wounded,  19;  mining,  4.  They

Gatacre  are  believed  to 
be.  The  strength  of  Gen.  Kelly-Ken- 
nv’s  column  is  not  told,  but  as  that 
officer  commands  the  sixth  division, 
the  whole  of  wh’ch  has  reached  Cape 
Town,  and  as  there  is  nq  word  oft  any 
part  of  it  having  gone  to  Natal,  the 
probability  is  that  the  column  is  iden¬ 
tical  with  the  division. 

RETIRED  IN  ORDER. 

A  despatch  from  Spearman’s  Camp 
Isays: — The  British  troops  took  the 
heights  of  Spion  kop,  but  the  position 
was  considered  untenable,  and  the 
troops  were  withdrawn  under  cover  of 
darkness.  There  was  much  surprise 
in  the  morning  when  it  was  discovered 
that 'there  were  no  troopB  on  the  hill. 
The  various  rumors  of  defeat  are 
quite  untrue.  The  withdrawal  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  an  orderly  manner,  the 
troops  being  with  lrawn  to  Spearman  s 
camp,  ‘he  flunk  movement  bring  abor¬ 
tive  The  British  loss  was  heavy.

CANADIANS  AGAIN  IN  ACTION. 

A  despatch  from  Belmont,  Cape  Col¬ 
ony,  says: — The  colonial  troops  are  now 
being  given  an  important  share  in 
the  operations  which  Lord  Roberta  is 
inaugurating  for  the  invasion  of  the 
Orange  Free  State. 

Both  the  Canadians  and  the  Aus¬ 
tralians,  who  have  been  employed  upon 
the  lines  ot  communication,  are  being 
u.->ed  to  aid  the  Imperial  authorities 
in  clearing  the  northern  part  of  Cape 
Colony,  of  the  rebels,  who  are  so  im¬ 
peding  the  progress  of  the  British 
troops. 

A  strong  party  of  the  Australians 
and  Canadians  left  Belmont  a  week 
ago,  500  strong,  for  a  reconnaissance 
in  the  Tredear  district.  The  enemy 
were  found  in  force  at  Badenborst,  on 
the  Riet  river. 

After  a  smart  fight  In  which  none 
of  our  men  were  injured,  the  rebels 
were  cleared  out,  and  Colonel  Boyd, 
the  commandant  at  Belmont,  ordered 
the  establishment  of  a  permanent 
force  ai  Richmond,  twelve  miles  we.'it 
of  Belmont.

AGAIN  CROSSED  THE  TUGELA.  | 

A  despatch  from  London  says: — Gen¬ 
eral  Buller  has  recrossed  the  Tugela 
river,  and  is  marching  on  Ladysmith. 
Exactly  where  he  crossed  is  not  known, 
but  it  is  knotwjn  that  on  Friday4  night 
he  considered  the  probability  of  cross¬ 
ing  at  a  spot  above  Tri<vbard’s  drift, 
and  then  going  to  Acton  Holmes,  from 
which  place  Ladysmith  lies  almost  due 
eact.
